THE LADIES, THE TARIFF, AND THE AMERICAN PRESS. 


HOSE who have followed the 
tariff agitation must be im- 
pressed by its greatness. Tar- 
iff measures have come be- 
fore Congress, but never be- 
fore have they achieved the 
gigantic proportions of the 
present agitation. Thought- 
ful observers see the cause 
of the increased agitation in the inter- 
ference of American women. Members 
of the International Union of American 
Mothers say that the introduction of au- 
tomatic cradle-rockers has taken from 
the woman the method by which she has 
ruled the world in the past, and that, 
being unwilling to yield this privilege 
to man, she has turned to tariff-making 
as the best substitute. 
se this as it may, it is true, beyond 
the permissibility of a doubt, that one 
must understand something of the pres- 
ent tariff discussions in order to inter- 
pret correctly the news of the day as it 
appears in the newspapers. For ex- 
ample, when one reads in the conserva- 
tive and dignified New York Tribune a 
special dispatch from Chicago, which 
begins, ‘‘Women’s stockings must not 
go higher; they are too high now,”’ one 
could possibly misinterpret such an as- 
sertion, did not know that tariff 
talk is in every one’s mouth and these 
words must have been spoken of import 
duties on feminine hosiery, Doubtless 
the Louisville Courier-Journal had this 
Chicago dispatch in mind when it asks, 
‘*How about the legend that the severest 
tax upon the stocking is that imposed 
by the Chicago foot?’’ The legend to 
which the -Journal refers is 
that bit of Christmas folklore about the 
Chicago girl who found a piano in her 
stocking on Christmas morning. 
Many newspapers think that the tariff 
agitation will help woman suffrage. On 


one 


Courier 


this point the St. Joseph Gazette says, 
‘*If the Payne tax on stockings doesn’t 
arouse the women of America to a point 
where they may get the ballot, the suf- 
fragettes may as well give up.’’ There 
is, however, a considerable difference of 
opinion. The following advice is offered 
by the Rochester Herald: ‘‘We reckon 
that Sereno Payne will have to come out 
for woman suffrage to square himself.”’ 
On the other hand, the Chicago News is 
pretty sure that ‘‘Chairman Payne, of 
the Ways and Means Committee, is now
